lege has been indulging in a riot today, 
the seniors and faculty are at war with 
each other and the end is not yet. All the 
trouble comes of what the students believe 
to be a desecration and marring of the 
Yale grounds by the placing of the Wool- 
sey memorial statue. 


Pandemonium itself reigned on the 


campus this morning when the seniors 
discovered workmen had started upon the 
work of laying the foundation for Wool- 
sey statue on the senior boll ground in 
front of the time-honored Yale. 


At a recent meeting of the corporation 


of the University it was voted to erect a 
statue in this place. Such a course would 
deprive the seniors of the enjoyment of 
the famous Yale pastime. An effort has 
been made to have the corporation recon- 
sider, but this morning the workmen 
placed in position the frame work by 
which to mark out the lines of the founda- 
tion. 


Atthecloss of the devotional exercises 


this morning in Battell chapel the Seni- 
ors discussed the situation. 
In a twink- 


ling after this council of war the ball 
grounds were thronged with seniors and 
every window in Durfee domitory opened 
and a fearful yelling and howling began. 
The frame work was torn to pieces and 
burned to ashes by the students on the 
campus under the very eyes of the profes- 
sors and instructors. The seniors danced 
madly about the fire jeering at the universi- 
ty treasurer, W. W. Farnum,andIProfessor 
Phillips who, the students allege, were 
instrumental in the decision of placing 
the statute in this place. 


After the bonfire, a committee went to 


the office of the academic dean, Prof. 
Wright, and informed him that there 
would be trouble if further attempts were 
made to put the stitue on the 
ball 


grounds. They said they would paint it 
green and might tear it down. In sum" 
marizing, they vowed the statue should 
never be dedicated at that point as adver- 
tised in the programme forcommencment 
already published. 


The students maintain they are willing 


to petition the corporation or do anything 
looking to the selection of another site, 
but Professor Wright informed the:a that 
the action of the corporation was final. 
The seniors are now watching the ball 
grounds closely, and trouble is expected 
if the workmen attempt to place in posi- 
tion the foundation. The Yale Alumni 
Weekly, out today, contains a vohement 
editorial, deprecating the action of the 
corporation and urging reconsideration.

Superintendent Neary's Success in Un- 


loading Them from the Freight Cars. 


The eight new open cars for the Hoosac 


Valley Street railroad have been received 
and are all in use. They are handsome 
cars, with a seating capacity of fifty per- 
sons each. 


The cars were unloaded from the freight 


cars under the direction of Superintendent 
Neary, who was very successful in the un- 
dertaking. When the new cars came last 
fall Mr. Neary went away to learn some- 
thing about how to unload them, but 
found that most companies hire the work 
done, paying in some cases as high as £25 
per car. He thought this was a little too 
much, and concluded to tackle the job 
himself. He succeeded in unloading the 
cars safely and was equally successful 
with the second lot, the last of which 
were unloaded Monday. The work was 
done by piling up ties and laying rails on 
them, over which the cars were run to the 
ground, being held steady by the brake 
and a tackle-block hitched behind. 


As Superintendent Neary had never 


seen any cars unloaded, he feels that he 
had pretty good luck, to say the least.

Sherwood's boarding house on Centre 
street and passed a more restful night 
than she had for some weeks, since she 
learned from the ehcriff that the child 
was in good keeping, The sheriff will 
take the necessary steps to have the child, 
who is in poor health, given into her 
grandmother's care.

AN INDIAN GRAND OLD MAN. 


Wathakto at Ninety-two Itnlei the Sh»- 


•lioaei With an Iron Ilaud, 


Major James McLaughlin of tho Indian 


service saw some remarkably Hue Indians 
on his rtioent trip to tho Shoshouo country 
In Wyoming. They nre very different from 
tfce Sioux and Chipppwas in tliia part of 
the country, principally beonuso they tmvo 
not been demoralised by contnot with tho 
worst class of whites. 


"The Shoshones nod Arnpnhoes are not 


aa One warriors aa the Sioux," said the 
major, 
"That is, they tack In tho lleroo 


attributes thnt have made the Dakotas to 
bo fcnred in warfare, but they are a more 
desirable people. 
The most striking fea- 


ture of the tribes is their freedom fronxlls- 
enso. I was told by a medicul missionary 
that in all his experience among them lia 
never sniv a case of eorofirla, and this is 
really romnrkable. It may tie due to tha 
medicinal qualities of the waters nt Big 
Horn Hot springs, but whatever the reason 
tho condition Is unique among Indian1;. 
Tho rihoshonns and Arapahoes are oddly 
mixed. 
They were for generations hered- 


itary enemies, and now they llvo In peace 
ni(in by side on the same reservation. The 
resorvation orlgimilly belonged to tho 
Shosbones, and In the treaty by which 
they were possessed of It It was stipulated 
that no other Indians should over occupy 
It except by their consent. 
Some SO yours 


ago the Arapahoes, becoming tired of war- 
ture and of wandering about, decided to 
bury the hatchet and go aud livo with 
their enemies. Possession was had by a 
demonstration of Indian nerve. 


"Sharp Nose, tho head chief of ttv,, Ara- 


pahoes, took a couple of his head men with 
him aud went one day to tho house of the 
ngent and asked him to Feud for Washakie, 
the chief of the Shoehonos. 
"When Wii- 


ehakie arrived, Sharp Nose told him thf.t 
lu> was tired of lighting njid wanted to 
bring his people on tho rasorvaVJii to rost 
for a few years. Washakla wan tired of 
the warpath himself, and he gave taem 
permission to take upapart»f thereseno. 
And limy have stuck there ever since. 


"They are fixture now, and they have 


proKrosr.nl much farther than the Sho- 
faliunes in tho arts of civilization, and 
many of them arc farmers and cattlo rais- 
ers, whilo thu original holders of-rfie reser- 
vation still live by hunting. 'The bnok- 
ws.dness of thoFhoshonesis#uoiu a l.ir(^6 
depreo to tho attitude of Woshakle, who ts 
one of tho most remarkable Indian char- 
acters I liavo over mot. lie is an absolute 
autocrat and a thoroughgoing Indian. IIo 
will not permit iheyoungmen to do man- 
ual labor, for ho considers it beneath the 
dignity of a warrior. If the old men 
wanb to work, ell right, but tho young 
men must do nothing but hunt and bo 
ready to figlil. He is as absolute us the 
ozar with his people. Whon I waa treating 
with tho tribes for tho purchase of tho 
springs, thor could not rgree as to tho 
manner of thn payment. 
Tho Arapahora 


wanted their flhar« of the money invested 
In cattlo for them, whlloWushakle wanted 
tho inouuy. 
Sharp 
NOSB suggested in 


council thnt perhaps there had better bo a 
conference between "Wa^lmkio aud 
his 


young nu'ii. 
Old Washakle straightened 


np and said: 'What I do my people will 
do. 
I am chief. 
Tho young men will do 


as I sny.' 
And tho old follow was right. 


"\Va*hnUi6 is fl3 years old and as full of 


vigor as though he were 40 years younper. 
He is still chief by virtue of his own 
strength of mind and body, aud they tell a 
story of him that shows tho old fellow to 
be a typical Indian. 
801110 years ago the 


young men of his tribe thought that Wa- 
shakiu was getting loo old to bo of anj 
use, aud they talked about deposing him 
and making hissun Dick chief in hist,tead. 
Tha old man hutird of the proposition. 
One day he disappeared and was not heard 
of for a coupln of weeks. 
They thought 


he had gone for goud, and tho young men 
and chiefs gathered together in council to 
consider what should be done. In the 
midst, of their rii'lilierntious tho flap of the 
council tent was thrown open, and \Va- 
slmkid strode in. He Hung Into the midst 
of the assembled Indian braves fives Crow 
Indian scalps and said, 'Let him among 
you who can fiml that many scalps of the 
Crow dog» in ton suns ha made chief.' 
Then he turned and wout out. The coun- 
cil broke up, and there never was any 
more talk of deposing Washakie."—'St. 
Paul Fiomter Press.

edly at 21,180,000 tons.

Btrncition of the fleet the British flag would 
disappear from the high ><ms. 
Consider- 


ing, therefore, that, England has more 
than 50 per cent of tho carrying trade, 16 
la needless to point out how far English 
prosperity depends upon that trade, or how 
much it would diminish in consequence of 
a war destructive of it. 
If dofoat would 


moan ruin, to accept the friendship of 
Italy may be a part of tho prudence of 
foresight. 


Such Is one of the many advantages no- 


truing from friendship with Italy, bi:t tho 
excellent dispositions of Italy toward Eng- 
land represent much moro than prlma 
faoio they might be assumed to do. Wo 
all know the latter day record of German 
hostility to Kugland, a hostility, we may 
add, 
which is both surprising and, iu 


many ways, unfair. The obvious function 
ot Italy, become the frl«od of England, 
would bo to exercise a moderating Influ- 
ence upon German aggressiveness and to 
load to a reconsideration on the p;-rt of 
that country oT its »*.titude to Great Brit- 
ali;. This hostility may be gratcltous and 
unreasonable, but, speaking from diplo- 
matic information of updoiilrtod authentic- 
ity, it may be assorted that a irank and 
positive intelligence be!ween England and 
Ital)', bared upon p desire of peace and 
preservation, would oarcainly entail a

him arfJibishop of Canterbury, but George 
III insisted on appointing Dr. Manners 
SSuttou.

Windsor, and it is supposed that lie bor- 
rowed the valumob from the king and never 
returned them. The transaction might 
obviously hav ' escaped notice, us shortly 
afterward (jeorgc 111 had his first, attack 
o£ Insanity, aud everything at court was 
for months in utter confusion.
